• The closest cited art — Kizhnerman and Hershberger (U.S. 0,601,794) — fails to anticipate or 
render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, the inlet pipe and extends through the 
tank sidewall and into upper chamber, the diffuser including vanes and a front wall 
conformingly contacting the inlet pipe — in combination with all the other limitations of claim 
1.
